Mary of the Conception were five 
rooms, each about the size of Miss 
Eva’s bathroom, furnished like an al­ 
tar with the bones of KXM! monks who 
had been buried in the church but 
whose bones have recent I,v been dug 
up. 
A different design is Tarried out 
in each room. 
Three sides and the 
ceiling of each room are decorated 
with 
three 
bones 
and 
skulls. 
It 
sounds giuesome, but ii isn t so much 
as yon would imagine, and they ary 
arranged in such artistic style that 
It makes one marvel. 
About 
five 
bodies have been put back together 
iii each room and are dressed in the 
regular monk burial gown and hood, 
and these are arranged am idst the 
I>ones. 
One even wore a beard. 
I 
shall try to get a card tomorrow rej*- 
resenting one of these rooms, for no 
description can make anyone form a 
true picture 
In 
one’s mind 
without 
seeing tin* rooms or a picture of it. 
Also in the same church iii a g lis< 
case was to lie seen the patron saint 
Orispino.

having seen these two novel things,

It is beautiful iii ap­ 
pearance. 
A pie<*e of the cross on 
which ( ’brist was crucified and the 
spear that was stuck in His side are 
supposed to be kept in the church, 
and rhc3* are open to the public to 
view on;*'* a .war— all Easter week. 
The famous church of St. Peter Is 
supposed to be built oil the same spot 
where Sf 
Peter was crucified. 
The 
bronze doi rs leading to the church are 
beautiful. 
They were hand carved 
m aH3' years ago, and on one door we 
find depicted the 
crucifixion of St. 
Deter and on the other the beheading 
of St. Paul.
